Fewer farmers to feed more folks 


Paxina the long view of agricul- 
ture, Washington has an eye on two 
forces working in opposite directions 
to make the country even more de- 
pendent upon you, the farmer. At the 
same time, these forces may work to 
make it easier later on for you to 
cope with some of the production 
problems now facing the industry. 

One is the dramatic and continuing 
rise in United States population, in 
contrast to the marked decline in the 
number of people on farms. 

The other is the advance of both 
fundamental and applied research— 
the only means by which the door to 
increasing produce needs can be un- 
locked. 

Population is increasing now at the 
rate of a little more than 2% million 
persons a year—an annual climb of 
1¥2 to 2 percent. Farm population 
is still going down each year by more 
than 3 percent. So—fewer farmers 
take on a bigger job each season. 


Look at 1954 Census 


Census estimates for 1954, recently 
published, show a decline in farm 
population of 3.1 million persons since 
1950 alone. That means about three 
quarters of a million folks leave the 
farm each year. 

As the number of food users in- 
creases, and the number of food pro- 
ducers drops, every man, woman, and 
child not on farms becomes more de- 
pendent upon a given acreage of land, 
and the output of each farm worker. 
And every farmer who stays in busi- 
ness has the responsibility of more 
hungry mouths looking to him for 
food. 

Any way you look at it, the result 
over the long pull is bound to put the 
farmer in a fairly strong economic 
position. 

This very real situation is working 
for farmers now, and will likely work 
for him even more in the future. Cur- 
rent surplus problems, though difficult, 
could be temporary. Right now, both 


the high support and the flexible sup- 
port groups justify their own argu- 
ments in the growing need to pro- 
duce more food supplies during the 
coming years. 

Research and Education 

Flexible supporters say research 
and education are the fundamental an- 
swers to farm problems. They say as 
soon as present surpluses are moved 
out of the way, the law of supply and 
demand will pretty well take care of 
things. 

High support advocates don’t deny 
the value of research and education. 
But they argue that the farmer’s price 
position is too important to be left to 
chance. They also hold that ups and 
downs in the economic 
bound to occur, even with the nation 
expanding. And for this reason they 
believe the country needs to carry 
much larger food and fiber reserves 
than it has 1n the past.

Elections Important 


The result of elections this month 
will be important to you for the years 
just ahead. They will pretty much 
decide the kind of farm Jegislation 
coming up in the next two years— 
although if a stand-off results, final 
passage could become difficult. The 
general trend either toward more 
flexibility or away from it will likely 
be put in motion. 

The decline in farm population is 
not alarming, so long as the farmer 
can replace lost manpower with more 
efficient use of chemicals, machines, 
and improved methods. And atomic 
energy will be another source of farm 
power in the age ahead. 

Neither is it alarming that a steadi- 
ly increasing number of food users 
must rely on fewer and fewer food 
producers. So long as farm methods 
and equipment continue to improve— 
and so long as farmers can finance 
wise use of these—we will feed our 
population without difficulty. 


ARM AND RANCH 
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Benson’s farm 
Planning program 


SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE 
BENSON was given an increase in the 
appropriation for use of the Extension 
Service. He proposes to use a por- 
tion of this money to aid farmers in 
planning their operations. Extension 
workers and other specialists will visit 
farmers and discuss with them their 
operations and, if necessary, make sug- 
gestions that will reduce operation 
costs and improve yields and profits. 
There is nothing compulsory about 
his plan. Farmers can listen and co- 
operate, or can continue with their 
old practices. 

Secretary Benson's plan, of course, 
will be criticized. Nothing Mr. Ben- 
son can say or do meets the approval 
of some. However, there seems to be 
considerable merit in his proposal. 
There are too many farms operated 
without any definite planning, and 
planning is essential to good manage- 
ment. There are too many farmers 
who follow the same old routine year 
after year notwithstanding changes in 
farm practices which have been almost 
revolutionary the past few years. There 
are others who sense the need of mak- 
ing changes, but who do not know 
how to go about it. It is this group 
of farms Secretary Benson would like 
to contact and see what can be found 
to improve their economic position. 

Some will argue that since we al- 
ready have 12,000 Extension workers 
in this country who are supposed to 
advise farmers, we don’t need addi- 
tional ones. But if such critics would 
visit a county agent’s office, they 
would find his time fully occupied in 
helping and advising those farmers 
who are seeking his help. It is im- 
possible for him, without additional 
help, to contact that group of farmers 
who are content to plod along in the 
same old rut. Many of these farmers, 
if properly approached, would willing- 
ly cooperate. They are not without am- 
bition, but almost without hope. They 
need the inspiration and encourage- 
ment which the Secretary hopes to 
bring them. —Frank A. Briggs.

DROUTH THAT REDUCED THE COTTON CROP also changed the pattern of grades and staples. 


Fiber is averaging shorter than normal, while the average grade, because 
of good harvesting weather and early opening, is higher. This means there 
has developed an over-supply of short cottons and a growing shortage of 
the somewhat longer staples. It means, too, that so far there have been 
very few low- -grade cottons of the types normally used in the making of 
heavy fabrics. Unless there are rains to interrupt the harvest and damage 
the open cotton, this shortage of low grades may grow worse instead of 
better. Because of this condition, users of low grades have been buying 
from 1953 loan stocks while farmers with better qualities of the same 
short staple cottons are finding they cannot get the bonus above the loan 
level that the general market situation seems to warrant. At the same 
time, growers of the better staples are finding < 

for their cottons. Buyers are competing for these cottons “at prices vant 
under the level required to get the cotton from the 1953 loan. Conditions 
will be intensified if rains lower the quality of the cotton remaining in 
the fields. 


SO...MARKET YOUR COTTON CAREFULLY. There is little hope, at the moment, for greatly 


advancing prices for the shorter staples. Even should the cotton market 

advance--as most think it must in order to get more cotton from the 1953 

lg agg’ 5 an over-abundance of short staples, you will find that 
Holders of low grades 

are * fodiee a “Feady market far above current loan levels. The 1953 cotton 

loan acts as ceiling on these prices and better than present prices 

seem a ey least until supplies in the 1953 loan have been used. 

Prices for the better staples are so near the 1953 loan stock price that 

only a small advance will unlock the heavy supplies. 


ACREAGE ALLOTMENTS AND MARKETING QUOTAS are determined by a formula fixed by law-- 


not by the inclination, whim, or desire of the Secretary of Agriculture. 
The only discretion left to the Secretary is the estimate of the offtake 
which is the basis for the formula. The Secretary already has announced 
generous 13,700,000-bale estimate, which is about a million and a half 
bales over the actual disappearance in the season just past. He would 
have to raise his estimates to the unrealistic figure of about “16,000, 000 
bales to find a a legal excuse for increasing the plantings above the mini- 


mum in 1955. So look for allotments of 17,500,000 acres and marketing 


quotas of 10,000,000 bales in 1955--the minimum set by law. 


GROWERS OF PIMA S-1 COTTON in the Far West have united to promote their long staple 


RUMBLINGS 


product which is competitive with the best Egyptian cottons. They have 
asked for and obtained lower support prices--75 instead of 90 percent 

of parity--in order to bring their prices in line with their competitors. 
They are pledging $3 a bale to a fund to promote the use of their cottons 
and to expand their markets. One of the tragedies of the cotton produc- 
tion industry has been the reluctance of the growers to spend greater 
sums to develop greater markets for their product. 


OVER THE COTTON BELT are hinting that the "modern" parity formula, which 
becomes effective in 1956, will lead to wider differences between what the 
farmer grows and what he buys. Congress will be asked to restore the old 
(present) formula on a permanent basis. 


JAPAN IS NEGOTIATING for 250,000 bales of cotton to be purchased with Japanese cur- 


rency under the surplus disposal act. Probably another 150,000 bales will 
be sold to European countries. Cotton must be in excess of normal pur- 
chases and agreements must be negotiated by State Department, which has a 
sorry cotton record.

The entire operation is done at 
convenient levels; milk is carried through plastic tubes and overhead pipes 
into cans inside the cooler. Here, Frank cleans teat cups with a quick rinse 
in hot running water in the automatic fountain located beside each stanchion. 
An overhead hose provides heated running water for rinsing cows’ udders. 


Cows enter the milking parlor from concrete waiting pen outside. Head- 
stalls slide into place on overhead rollers, confining a cow in each of the four 
stalls. Floor of stalls—two on each side of the small central pit where the 
handler works—is at ground level. Here, Frank scoops each cow's ration 
into her feed box from a step-saving feed hopper in center of parlor.

RAT 


Fall is the time of year to start your campaign against 


Puree is Only one good thing you can say about a rat— 
| warn sailors of danger by leaving a sinking ship. 
therwise, he’s the world’s worst mammal pest. He eats and 
stroys your grain, starts fires by nibbling matches and 
ewing insulation off electric wires, and kills your chicks. 
its are carriers of such diseases as rat-bite fever, typhus, 
lectious yellow jaundice, bubonic plague, and others. 
This loathsome and most prolific of all animals is run- 
ng up a national board bill of 300 million dollars a year. 
our share is two dollars for each rat on your farm. Maybe 
u've seen only one or two on your farm, but chances 
e there are a dozen or more you haven't seen. They 
oid Open spaces, preferring out-of-the-way places, beams, 
id ledges for travel. That's why it’s hard to believe that 
e rat population averages from 20 to 100 per farm. Can 
ut afford “two hundred dollars a year to support rats?” 
Early fall is the time to start a crusade against this filthy 
id destructive creature. It is this time of year that he starts 
oving from fields to barns and granaries for winter food 
id shelter. Then, too, winter poisoning operations tend to 
duce populations before the normal spring increases. So 
S now up to you to build them out, trap them out, poison 
em out, and starve them out. 
Once you start a war on rats, don’t relax your efforts. 
00 many people cease hostilities when the emergency 
pears to have passed. Warfare must be waged continu- 
isly if permanent results are to be obtained. For best 
‘sults rat extermination should be conducted on a com-

munity basis with 100 percent cooperation. Here ts a leader- 
ship opportunity for 4-H clubs, FFA chapters. and local 
farm organizations. But the timing should be right. 


Timing Important 

“Timing of rat-poisoning activities,” said V. M. Ehlers 
of the Texas Health Department, “should be with other 
methods of rat control such as rat-proofing buildings, trap- 
ping, and removing ideal harborage and nesting places.” In 
areas where murine typhus is known to be endemic in rats, 
their trails should be dusted with 10 percent DDT dust 
prior to poisoning operations. This will prevent and control 
murine typhus, caused by the oriental rat flea, which is 
common in southern states. 

In making life hazardous for rats, back-breaking traps 
may be used when only a few rats are to be killed. But 
where large populations are to be exterminated, rodenticides 
should be used. Those that can be used safely are warfarin, 
warfacile (water soluble preparation of warfarin), Pival, 
Pivalyn (water soluble preparation of Pival), and red quill 
Rodenticides that should be used only by experfenced per- 
sonnel are antu. thallium sulphate, phosphorus, arsenic, 
strychnine, barium carbonate, and sodium fluoroacete (1080). 
If fumigants are used, employ experienced people to do the 
work. 

Since a rat can live anywhere you can, there will always 
be rats as long as you and your neighbors continue to feed 
and shelter them. —H. L. Gantz. 
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| NLESS you want to dig down deep one of these days to 
shell out payments on the $100 million in damage caused 
by termites each year, youll put them out of business at 
your house. This “Undercover Agent” is even more de- 
structive than fire. What this insect doesn’t eat. he can dam- 
age by boring through to reach what he is after. And in 
the case of metal, he can corrode it beyond reclaim with

secretions from his frontal glands. Almost anything accessi- 
ble to a termite is subject to damage. You've got to build 
against him and protect the house already built. 


Build Against Termites 


Too often, when new homes are built, they issue an invi- 
tation to dinner to the termites. Prevention is always better 
than correction, so if you are planning to build a new home 
or other valuable structures, build the termites out. Over 
50 percent of, termite trouble begins with the soil-filled porch 
or stoop. It is a common practice to fill them with soil 
which has been excavated from the basement or foundation, 
thus making an ideal nesting site. Another invitation to 
termites is issued when the soil is filled in around the founda- 
tion. And a 100 percent effective way to get termites to 
enter your home is to place untreated lumber in contact with 
the soil, or with the foundation near the soil. You can 
avoid such ideal conditions for termite entry if you observe 
the following precautions in building: 

1. Use only chemically treated lumber in contact with the 
foundation or near the soil. 

2. Remove all pieces of wood before filling around the 
foundation or in the porch. 

3. Treat the soil around the foundation, around all piers 
and vertical pipes, and in the porch fills with chlordane, 
pentachlorophenol, DDT, or one of the other recommended 
termite treatment materials. (See formula No. 1 next page.) 

4. If you wish, use a properly installed termite shield.

Protect the House Already Built 


If termites are already in your 
ome, get after them before they have 
pportunity to Cause any more dam- 
ce. Here’s what you can do: 

1. Trench and poison soil around 
oundation, both inside and out, if 
sible. Some of the materials which 
ive proved effective are 5 percent 
entachlorophenol, | to percent 
hlordane, or 5 percent DDT in fuel 
il. The chlordane and DDT can be 
btained as water miscible emulsions 
nd are preferable near shrubbery. 
Dig a trench around piers, continu- 

ous walls, and vertical pipes. In re- 
lling the trench, work the poison 
thoroughly into the soil at approxi- 
mately | gallon per lineal foot. 

2. Poison soil under porch. 

3. Ventilate under porch and in 
other poorly ventilated areas to pre- 
vent decay of the wood and to dis- 
courage the termites. Subterranean 
termites must have their tubes in con- 
tact with moist soil. 

4. Drill foundations and flood in- 
ner crevices with poison. This will 
aid in killing established colonies and 
will also help prevent future infesta- 
wons., 

5. Replace all badly damaged tim- 
hers. Use chemically impregnated tim- 
bers if in contact with foundation or 
within 18 inches of soil 

6. Treat all wood which is in con- 
tact with foundation, piers, or vertical 
pipes. This is especially important in 
reas Which have been infested with 
termites, but where wood is not dam- 
uged enough to justify replacement. 

Inspect houses at least once a 
year. Give special attention to areas 
uround porches, steps and boxed-in 
pipes where termites are likely to build 
hidden tubes. —Clyde F. Smith.

Fit The Price Pattern 


UMMER drouths are a perennial 

problem in the Southwest. Dairy- 
men like Angus Dickson, Jr., near Ter- 
rell, Texas, Know you can’t produce 
profitable milk from dried-up pastures, 
so he breeds his Holstein herd for fall 
freshening. His plan permits special 
care for each cow and calf during the 


critical days after freshening and 
makes full use of silage and winter 
pasture. Dickson’s program is one 


other dairymen could follow to keep 
milk profits up during drouth years. 

He takes full advantage of fall and 
spring rains in his area to keep feed 
costs down. Each fall he sows a winter 
pasture mixture to provide good cool 
weather grazing and silage for emer- 
gency use. 

Dickson adds some rye, wheat, and 
barley to his basic mixture of vetch 
and oats, extending the grazing period 
several weeks. Each grain makes its 
best growth during a slightly different 
period, and some of the grains produce 
more grazing than others under dif- 
ferent weather conditions. The small 
grains-vetch pasture is supplemented 
by permanent cool-season grasses, and 
followed by improved native pastures 
and sudan grass in the spring. 

Small grain-vetch silage stored each 


roughage when pastures fail. But 
Dickson figures that fall freshening 
and full use of cool-season pastures 
produce the most economical milk. 
He tries to have plenty of good graz- 
ing to keep each cow at peak pro- 
duction during her milking period. Her 
dry period comes in summer, when 
milk flow is hardest to keep up, even 
with silage. Dickson’s records show 
that the plan works well for him. 

Under this program, Dickson’s herd 
is at peak production in winter, when 
he can sell all his milk at a good price. 
Production declines in late spring and 
early summer, while prices are also 
declining. 

Dickson considers his plan equally 
valuable for producing the top-quality 
replacement heifers necessary to keep 
building his herd of high-producing 
individuals. He can give special care 
and attention to a group of calves 
during one short season much better 
than he can if they are calved through- 
out the year. Dickson’s cows are arti- 
ficially bred to near the 
time and to produce the best possible 
heifers. Since Dickson's precise rec- 
ords show promptly when any cow is 
failing to pay her way, he needs plenty 
of good heifers available as replace-

Wintering on roughage—If grain is too high, you might 
choose a system of wintering calves on roughage only- 
good pasture, or high-quality silage or legume hay. In the 
event you use a non-legume silage, you must supply | to 2 
pounds of protein supplement per head daily. This method 
will produce choice feeder yearlings from good to choice 
weaning-age calves. These choice will sell on the 
peak spring markets at lighter weights and at a price slightly 
lower than that for the slaughter yearlings

Dry-lot full feeding of calves from weaning age to market 
can pay off with careful management. Beef cattle specialists 
recommend this method only for poorer quality calves, 
however, and only if grain is fairly cheap. Commercial or 
medium grade calves can be fed to good slaughter grade 
during a full grain feeding program of 90 to 180 days, gain- 
ing several cents per pound in sale value as well as in weight 
It is not advisable to put cattle of this kind on longer 
feeding periods, however, since their poorer quality makes 
them less efficient gainers as they grow older 

A feeding system which produces economical gains from 
economical feeds is what you want. With that combination 
you can produce beef at a profit despite low prices. Take 
a little time and find the system that fits your farm.

fs USUAL, I have this year been in 
the corn belt region to attend meet- 
ings of national agricultural interest 
While in this section, I always look 
around to see what is going on and 
inquire about new trends. Earlier | 
referred to a visit to Indiana; this 
month I refer to visits to Wisconsin 
and Illinois. 


Where Nature Around Madison, Wis 
Was Kind the summer season 

was very favorable for 
crop production. Apparently, this sec- 
tion had ample rainfall; so, with good 
land, an abundance of fertilizer, and 
a good hybrid planted thickly, a bump- 
er crop will be harvested. One field 
was expected to produce 150 to 175 
bushels per acre, and apparently it 
should. Twenty-three thousand grains 
were planted per acre, and the loss 
likely was not more than 10 percent 
This would leave the equivalent of 
a stalk to less than each eight inches 
in 40-inch rows. This corn was plant- 
ed three to four grains to the hill. The 
field was not a little patch, but a part 
of a 640-acre corn crop. 

In the northern part of the corn 
belt. a race with the frost is normal. 
This year, some corn will be caught 
An early frost would catch a lot of it; 
while a late frost would allow most 
of the crop to mature. 


Trends in In the corn belt, as in the 
Farming South, the trend is to 

somewhat larger farms. 
Tractors have been getting larger. The 
demand for the 4-plow tractor is in- 
creasing. The interest in a corn sheller 
harvester grows. Some of the agri- 
cultural engineers feel that it is com- 
ing soon. Corn shelled as it is har- 
vested will have to be dried with heat, 
but the equipment for this is available. 
When corn is harvested in this man- 
ner, the cob will be left in the field 
along with the stalk, except as this part 
of the crop is saved for teed. This 
will reduce the fertility drain on the 
land. And for the farmer, it will re- 
duce storage space and get the crop 
out of the weather earlier. 

In the Lower South, we have been 
thinking of this method of harvesting 
corn to help protect the crop from 
storage insects. Corn harvested with

Lessons In the corn belt. a large 
of Grass portion of the land lay in 
wild grass tor thousands of 
ears.

And 
soil experts in our own part of the 
country tell us that the most effective 
vay to build up a soil in nitrogen and 
vegetable matter is to fertilize it well

In the 
pper South, the seeding of crimson 
lover in corn middles has been fairly 
iccesstul And in other areas, pea- 
iuts and velvet beans have been grown 
1 wide corn middles for soil improve- 
nent and feed for livestock 


Bulk In the South, we have long 
Handling had custom hauling and 

spreading of agricultural 
ime. Anhvdrous ammonia is often 
handled in the same way. In the corn 
relt it seems that these two materials 
ire treated in this manner. Also there 
s a trend to bulk handling and cus- 
tom hauling and spreading of a good 
portion of other fertilizers. In fertiliz- 
ing hay and pasture lands in the 
South, bulk handling and custom haul- 
ing and spreading may come into the 
picture soon. The fertilization of row 
crops is likely to continue to be a 
farmer operation. 


Research that’s worth 


$100,000,000 a year 


A recent report of the research activities of the Associ- 
ation of American Railroads shows that just 55 researcn 
projects are producing savings in railroad operating 
costs of $100,000,000 annually. Since most of the proj-

How to 
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Whip surplus 2 ways

Greater utilization of roughages will 


help 


OBODY needs to tell you about 

the milk surplus. You know that 
lower prices, surplus production, and 
competition from substitute products 
have dealt misery to the dairy indus- 
try. But don’t forget there are a 
couple of things you can do—besides 
leaning on government supports—to 
help lick the problem. 

Produce milk cheaply. These are 
days of competitive efficiency, and if 
you plan to stay in the milk business, 
it is imperative that you produce it as 
cheaply as possible. There are many 
factors you can control—without a big 
outlay of capital—that will lower pro- 
duction costs and result in increased 
efficiency. You can get increased pro- 
duction per acre, more milk trom 
cach cow, greater returns per man 
hour of labor. 

The cow’s digestive system is de- 
signed to consume, digest. process, and 
synthesize nutrients from forage. 
About 70 percent of her total feed in-

reduce milk production costs. 


take should be in the form of forage 
Yet, the facts are that about 70 per 
cent of her intake is in the form of 
grains or concentrates. Such heavy de- 
pendence upon grain is the most ex- 
pensive way to feed for milk produc 
tion. Greater utilization of roughages 
(pasture, hay, and silage) would great- 
ly reduce milk production costs. 

Sell more milk. Milk should be 
made readily available everywhere. If 
you go into public places you generally 
find an array of drinks available from 
vending machines. Milk vending ma- 
chines located where the public con 
gregates would go a long way toward 
increasing milk 

Again, if the consumer is his own 
deliveryman and can pick up the milk 
he needs in bulk containers at lower 
cost from a convenient local store, 
milk sales will increase. There is a big 
gap between the price a producer re- 
ceives for his milk and the price the 
consumer pays.

Surplus milk distribution through 
schools is being pushed this fall and 
winter as a result of provisions written 
into the new farm law. 

Fifty million dollars of Commodity 
Credit Corporation funds are being 
used to provide low-cost milk to school 
children. The program is being car- 
ried out through regular school lunch 
channels. However, the milk is to be 
made available to all schools, and to 
all children, whether they have lunch 
programs or not. 

Use of milk has to be above nor- 
mal. In a few areas free milk might 
be offered, depending on local offi- 
cials. But in most schools the chil- 
dren will pay for milk as they do now, 
though at reduced prices. USDA will 
establish maximum re-imbursement 
rates aimed at getting more milk used. 

It’s the kind of program local dairy 
interests may want to get behind and 
push as a means of expanding milk 
use.

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Fertilize wheat for 


REAL PROFIT 


OU may have heard that fertilizer 

will “burn up” wheat during dry 
seasons. Don’t believe it. Recent ex- 
periments in western Oklahoma have 
shown that nitrogen fertilization does 
noi reduce wheat yields during 
drouths, but does greatly increase 
yields when rainfall is adequate. The 
same tests demonstrated that phosphate 
fertilizer also increases yields of pas- 
ture and grain from wheat. 

The Oklahoma tests, made on dif- 
ferent soil types in several locations, 
showed that best results cannot be ex- 
pected trom either nitrogen or phos- 
phate fertilizer if the wheat does not 
have adequate amounts of both ferti- 
lizers. Application of only one did in- 
crease yields, but the most grain came 
from plots which received both ferti- 
lizers. 

Growth of wheat on plots fertilized 
with 33.5% ammonium nitrate was 
not affected by the nitrogen fertilizer 
during a dry season, when all wheat 
yields were low. There was no sig- 
nificant difference in yields of fertilized 
and unfertilized wheat, showing that 
the fertilizer did not cause burning. 
The fertilizer was not wasted as a large 
part of the nitrogen remained in the 
soil after the dry season, and was 
used by the next year’s crop. 

During a season when rainfall was 
plentiful, average yields per acre were 
increased 10 bushels by application 


This much N (120 Ibs. Ammonium 
Nitrate) applied to wheat had 
little effect in dry weather . . . 


When 100 Ibs. of superphosphate 
was added to the nitrogen... 


of 120 pounds of ammonium nitrate 
(40 pounds of N)—an increased profit 
of about 20 dollars per acre from 
less than six dollars per acre spent 
for fertilizer. Heavier applications ot 
the fertilizer produced much lower re- 
turns per dollar spent, although pro 
tein content of the grain was ver\ 
much higher with application of more 
than 120 pounds per acre. 

Grain yields were much higher when 
the nitrogen fertilizer was applied in 
the spring than in the fall. The Okla- 
homa specialists recommend that ap- 
plication of ammonium fertilizer be 
made only in early spring 

Superphosphate, applied in early fall 
at planting time, increased grain yields 
more during the dry season than dur- 
ing the wetter season. The plots ferti- 
lized with superphosphate produced 
7.2 bushels more wheat than unferti- 
lized plots during the dry season and 
4.2 bushels more during the season 
ot more ralnfall. One hundred pounds 
of superphosphate per acre—contain- 
ing 20 pounds of actual phosphate, 
and costing less than two dollars— 
was found adequate. Early applica- 
tion of the superphosphate was con- 
sidered important. The superphos- 
phate application also resulted in more 
winter pasture, because of the faster 
fall growth and better tilling of the 
fertilized wheat.

In the summer of 1953 
he harvested 3,000 pounds of seed 
It was then selling at $1.50 per pound. 

During the first couple of years 
Roy's 480 acres were grazed all in 
one field. but were later fenced into 
four parts. A windmill was set up to 
provide water for fields not adjacent 
to the established water supply. He 
now gets about one-third more graz- 
ing by having separate pastures. This 
plan also enables him to set aside one 
or more pastures for seed purposes. 

Roy’s farm has received only 2 
inches of moisture this vear, and his 
stand of weeping lovegrass doesn’t look 
as good as in other years. Even 
though it has to be reseeded every 
four or five years, it has paid off 
better than any other crop he could 
have planted.

Grow a better careass 


F WE are to continue to market 

the produce from 96 million head 
of cattle for the next few years, we 
must concentrate on the fundamentals 
of the beef cattle business. This means 
improved breeding, feeding and man- 
agement—all aimed at producing a 
better carcass in shorter time at lower 
cost. The starting point is the im- 
provement of the quality and perform- 
ance of the herd. 

The Small Producer. If you have 
a small cow herd of mixed breeding, 
lacking uniformity and beef type, 
yours is the type of herd from which 
much of our beef comes. While we 
do not recommend this kind of cattle, 
we recognize that they are often 
money-makers if handled right. To 
start with plain cattle is no disgrace— 
to stick with them is bad. 

It's rather easy to “grade up” your 
herd by four or five crosses of good 
purebred bulls of one breed. By so 
doing, you “fix” many of the desir- 
able characteristics of high-quality 
beef cattke—uniformity, depth, thick- 
ness and easy fleshing ability. Stick to 
bulls of one breed in this type of pro- 
gram, lest you lose uniformity—which 
helps sell a load of calves to the feed- 
er or stocker buyer. 

While increasing the quality of your 
cattle, map out a system of manage- 
ment that allows you to sell each calf 
for the top dollar. Largely, this means 
selling to the packer, either as fat 
calves weighing 500-600 pounds right 
off the cow and creep-feeder, or as

Records important. A farmer with 
good cattle can greatly increase his 
return per cow- -and-calf unit by keep- 
ing accurate records on his herd— 
and by basing culling and selection on 
productivity. 

Use only bulls that are “herd im- 
provers.” Much difference may exist 
between sires which from all outward 
appearances are similar in type. In 
a recent Oklahoma test, four purebred 
beef bulls were compared when mated 
to top-grade cows. Calves from the 
best bull averaged 42 pounds heavier 
at weaning, and gained 0.3 pounds 
more daily in the feedlot than calves 
from the poorest bull. 

Further, in this program it’s neces- 
sary to know Which cows are actually 
doing the job, based on accurate rec 
ords of performance. For example, 
in a group of 110 good grade cows 
at one experiment station, it was 
found that over a four-year period the 
top eight cows in the herd produced 
the equivalent of an extra calf at no 
xtra cost! 

In this type of program, individual 
records of cow performance must be 
maintained. This means number 
branding the cows, tattooing the calves 
at birth, and recording birth dates. 
Also, the calves must be weighed and 
graded at weaning, and certain cor- 
rections must be made for sex and 
age to put all calves on the same basis.

Don't try to get by without the salt 
and mineral mixture, unless you want 
your cattle in bad shape and a short 
calf crop the next year. For a balanced 
ration, LSU recommends a mixture 
of 40 percent steamed bone meal, 40 
percent oyster shell flour, and 10 per- 
cent salt, ted tree choice in a sheltered 
trough. The station also recommends 
a pound of cottonseed meal a day per 
grown animal, fed in a dry trough 
away from the molasses. 

If cattle are put on molasses first, 
without roughage, they may take to 
eating molasses only and begin to 
scour. If one does begin to scour, take 
it off molasses a few days and put it 
back on when it picks up a little.

Fall ealves 
ean mean more cash 


FALL calves may be best for many 
beef herds in the Southwest. Beef 
herds that now drop only spring calves 
just may be more profitable with a 
fall calf crop instead. Winter pastures 
and cheap roughage offer a method 
of cashing in on the advantages of fall 
calving, suggest Oklahoma beef spe- 
cialists. 

The beef cow generally can't pro- 
duce much milk for her spring calf 
during the hot summer months when 
pastures dry up. It’s easier to keep 
her milk flow up, and the calf gaining 
at low cost, with fall calves when the 
cow can winter thriftily on pasture or 
roughage. 

Another advantage observed for fall 
calves is their ability to make better 
use of creep feed and grass than spring 
Calves benefit more from 
creep feeding during the cooler 
months, giving fall calves faster 
growth while nursing. And fall calves 
are at the ideal age and weight to 
make best use pf native pastures dur- 
ing the peak grazing months of spring 
and early summer. 

A program of fattening fall calves 
to sell as fat slaughter calves at 
about nine months of age is probably 
best for herds with plain cows lack- 
ing quality. Calves from these herds 
will seldom bring top prices as year- 
ling feeders when carried through the 
summer, but such calves can be pushed 
to good market condition for peak 
prices in early summer. In such a 
program, maximum use of creep feed- 
ing, with good winter pastures and 
good roughage, is important to bring 
these plain calves to their best con- 
dition. Such calves sell best while 
they are young. 

Better quality calves can be carried 
through the summer on less feed, to 
be sold as yearling feeders on the good 
fall markets. With a good pasture and 
roughage, these better calves will have 
been gaining rapidly under ideal con- 
ditions except during the late sum- 
mer. They will be in good condition 
to keep gaining during this difficult 
period, however, with some supple- 
ment to drying pastures. 

Crop restrictions are encouraging 
more livestock farmers to plan for 
more acres of crops for winter pasture 
and hay, feed grains, and silage. One 
of their best ways of using these extra 
crops can be through thrifty fall 
calves.

Use chemicals 
with care 


THESE days you bring many ma- 
terials to the farm that are poisonous 
to livestock—you've got to be more 
areful than ever. The arsenates have 
cen causing the death of some live- 
tock for many vears. So have the 
itrogenous fertilizers, and sometimes 
he potash fertilizers. 

The weed killer, sodium chlorate, 
nay prove fatal if livestock eat plants 
sprayed with the chemical. Keep live- 
tock out of sprayed fields until most 
t it has washed off the plants. Read 
the precautions on the containers of 
the new insecticides, fungicides, and 
veed and brush killers and learn what 
they are for and how to use them 

Valuable animals have been killed 
*y spraying them for lice with ma- 
tertals not recommended for the job. 
Use only materials made for that pur- 
pose—and try no experiments. 

Paint is very poisonous to livestock. 
Never leave old paint cans and buckets 
vhere animals can get to them. A 
paint brush discarded carelessly may 
cost the life of a good cow. Also, keep 
discarded storage batteries away from 
vour stock. 

Store all poisonous materials where 
wither small children nor livestock 
can reach them. In burning bags that 
contained poisonous material, bear in 
mind that the fire probably did not de- 
‘troy the poison. Bury the ashes or 
burn where stock do not have access 
to them. 


Milk Makes the Difference 


Producers of lambs for the market 
have found that lambs from a ewe 
vhich provides a good flow of milk 
grow faster and are ready for the mar- 
ket at a much earlier date than the 
‘verage run of lambs in the flock. 
Milk flow varies with ewes of the 
same breed. Therefore producers of 
lambs for the market will find it profit- 
able to select breeding ewes with milk 
producing qualities. 

At the Arkansas Experiment Station 
a lamb from a high milk producing 
ewe weighed 32 pounds four weeks 
after birth; 50 pounds at the end of 
cight weeks and 72 pounds at the end 
of twelve weeks. A lamb born to a 
low milk producing ewe weighed only 
15 pounds at the end of four weeks; 22 
pounds at the end of eight weeks; and 
34 pounds at the end of twelve weeks.

Bluetongue in Sheep 


an infectious dis 
ease caused by a virus, was first 
identified in Africa

In this country the discase has been 
officially reported in California, Texas, 
Arizona, New Mexico, and Utah 

Bluetongue is spread by small biting 
insects (sometimes called  sandflies 
gnats, midges, punkies, and no-see- 
ums). Symptoms start with a rise in 
temperature which may continue for a 
week. The lining of the mouth be- 
comes reddened and later turns purple 
in color. Ulcers torm on the tongue 
and other areas in the mouth and the 
breath becomes offensive. The animal 
shows marked depression, loss ot 
weight, and swellings may appear on 
the muzzle, cheeks, ears, tongue, and 
throat. Loss of appetite, diarrhea, and 
lameness are common symptoms. 

The disease runs its course in one 
to three weeks and it usually affects 
about 50 percent of the animals in a 
flock. In addition to death losses, flock 
owners have suffered severe losses 
from screw worm infestation, weight 
losses, and fleece damage 

There is no specific treatment for 
the virus but we can combat secondary 
bacterial infections with antibiotics or 
sulfa drugs. Careful nursing of af- 
fected animals, along with protection 
against exposure to sunshine as well 
as rain and wind, seem to be the best 
treatment. Routine spraying or dip- 
ping with DDT and Benzene Hexa- 
chloride is recommended to help con- 
trol the insects, but animals may be- 
come infected even when = sprayed 
routinely. A Bluetongue vaccine has 
been developed and it seems to be the 
only satistactory method of control. 
If you suspect Bluetongue, contact 
your vet.

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Devotional 


JE BEGIN our Thanksgiving devotional with 
the reading of the Scripture. Psalm 100 is espe- 
cially appropriate at this season. 

In the fall of the year 1621, in the little 
colony of Plymouth, the Pilgrims had been in the new 
world for nearly a year. The springtime sowing had taken 
place. Al! summer the fields had been watched with great 
anxiety, for the colonists knew that their lives depended 
upon the coming harvest. The summer crops were fruitful 
beyond all expectations. One day, late in the fall, Governor 
Bradford sent four men into the forests to shoot wild birds. 
“We will hold a harvest feast of Thanksgiving.” he said, and 
invited the Indians who had been friendly to the strangers 
to rejoice with the white men. The Indians came bearing 
gifts of venison, and the harvest feast lasted three days. 

his was the first Thanksgiving Day celebrated in America, 
and little by little, as new colonies settled the land, the 
custom of a yearly Thanksgiving spread throughout the 
country. 

General Washington perfectly expressed the spirit of the 
day in his Thanksgiving Proclamation in 1789: 

“Whereas it is the duty of all nations to acknowledge the 
providence of Almighty God, to obey His will, to be grateful 
for His benefits, and humbly to implore His protection, aid, 
and favors. Now, therefore, I do recommend and assign 
Thursday, the 26th of November next, to be devoted by the 
people of these states to the service of that Great and Glorious 
Being, Who is the Beneficient Author of all the good that 
was, that is, or that will be; that we may then all unite 
in rendering unto Him our sincere and humble thanks for 
His kind care and protection of the people of this country, 
and for all the great and various favors which He has been 
pleased to confer upon us.” 

And now, 333 years after that first celebration, we are 
approaching another Thanksgiving Day. We are glad that

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Caged layers pay the bills 


0. L. Thomas, Sherman, Texas, gathers eggs from hi- 
500 caged layers, which provide an adequate incom« 
for his family, while VoAg Instructor Raymond Bird- 
well inspects the daily record card above each cage. 


I" TAKES only 500 caged layers to 
produce a comfortable living for 
Mr. and Mrs. O. L. Thomas of Sher- 
man, Texas. Their hens pay off with 
generous profits by producing an aver- 
age of more than 800 dozen eggs a 
month. Production is uniform the 
year around, which encourages chain 
stores and others to pay a bonus for 
an assured supply of big, high-quality 
eggs produced by the Thomas flock. 

Each baby chick to be grown for 
the laying cages costs the Thomases 
62 cents—apparently a high price, but 
well repaid by the high monthly pro- 
duction and long laying life of each 
hen.

A ration care- 
fully planned for caged layers pre- 
vents any occurrence of nutritional 
disease, which could also be serious.

Keep on culling! 


PERSON who keeps records can’t 

help getting interested in the 
score. And the first thing he knows 
he’s figuring out how to improve it. 
For eighteen years now, some farm- 
ers in lowa have been keeping records 
of their poultry flocks in cooperation 
with the State College. They've always 


interested me because they're actual 
farm records. 

Analyzing the last records, W. R. 
Whitfield, extension poultryman, says 
“one particular managemen fault 
Stands out above all others. It’s not 


culling the non-producers.”’ 


Failure to keep the non-producers 


culled out did three things: it increased 
the feed costs: it increased the death 
loss, which meant people had fewer 
hens to sell; and where the flocks 
were badly crowded. it reduced the 
number of eggs fro ood lavers 

Now the lowa poultry extension 
service recommends culling at least 
once a month instead of four times 
a year. 

Taken as a whole, these demon- 


stration flocks produce more eggs per 
hen than the flock, But 
the most interesting comparison is be- 
tween the 10 flocks that made most 
money and the 10 that made least. 
The 10 that made the most got an 
average of 223 eggs per hen. That 
was 4 dozen more eggs per bird than 
the folks got who had the least profit- 
able flocks. Right there is the chief 
reason why they made more money. 
Largely because of the higher pro- 
duction per hen, they produced eggs 
for 78 cents a dozen less than the 10 
who made the least money. As Whit- 
field points out, we have to cut the 
cost of producing eggs. And the rec- 
ords show that one of the best ways 
to cut it is to keep the non-producers 
culled out of your flock! 
—Frank Priebe.

A FARMER brought a case of eg 
into a plant where [ was visitir 
the other day and figured ho 
much it would cost to produce a doz¢ 
eggs. We took his figures: $5.40 
hundred for balancer, $6.00 for 20° 
pounds of corn for every 100 poun 
of balancer, and $4.80 for 200 poun 
of oats, and got $16.20 for 500 poun 


we 


of feed or approximately $3.3 
a hundred for good balanced layin 
ration. 


I pulled out a clipping from m 
pocket that shows the amount of feed 
100 heavy breed hens will eat, dc 
pending on how many eggs they’ 
laying. The figures, I think, cam 
from the University of Connecticu! 
According to them, 100 hens layin 
50 eggs a day will eat 30 pounds ot! 
feed. 

“That's 99 cents worth of feed to 
produce 50 eggs,” the farmer figured 
“or 24 cents worth of feed to produc 
a dozen eggs . at 50 percent pro 
duction.” 

Then we figured it at 60 percent 
production: $1.02 worth of feed to 
produce 5 dozen eggs, or 20 cent 
worth a dozen. 

The farmer was astonished. “Mor 
eggs and lower feed cost! Figure | 
at 70 percent!” 

“At 70 percent,” I said, referring 
to my clipping, “they'll be eating 32 
pounds a day . $1.06 worth to pro 
duce 5 dozen and 10 eggs. Brings i! 
down to 18 cents worth of feed pe 
dozen!” 

“You Know,” he said, “a person 
looks at the price of feed, and it 
looks high. And it’s kind of a tempta 
tion to start skimping a little, think 
ing maybe the hens won't know th 
difference! But you wouldn’| 
skimp on feed if you figured out th 
cost per dozen as we did here! It 
the cost per dozen that really count 
in egg production!” 

“And the thing that brings 
down is good production,” I 
pointing again to the figures: 

24 cents worth of feed at 50 percent

“That's right,” he said, “and there’s 
only one way I know to keep that

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V HEN our daughter was about six, she was helping 

carry some groceries into the house. She dropped 
a quart of grape juice and broke it. Unperturbed, she 
looked up at her mother and said “It’s all right. It didn’t cost 
anything. We charged it.” 

A lot of people, seemingly, never bave outgrown that kind 
of thinking. They figure that anything they don’t have to 
pay for, out of their pocket, is free . . . that government 
services are free . . . that they'd be foolish to turn down any 
“federal aid” project. “If we don’t get the money, some- 
body else will,” they always say . . . that TVA is “cheaper” 
just because their electric bills are less . . . that the growing 
list of government services they demand are either being 
paid for by someone else, or are being “charged.” 

For 21 of the last 24 years, the Federal Government has 
spent more than it took in. No family, and no government, 
can go on indefinitely spending more than it takes in without 
getting into serious trouble. 

Although the Eisenhower administration has made some 
effort, it hasn’t yet been able to balance the budget. Why? 
The excuse we hear most often is that about 72 percent of 
the cost of government goes for war—past wars, defense, 
and preparations for future wars. That's supposed to settle 
the discussion. Anybody who was in the service can testify 
to the appalling disregard for the poor taxpayer. 

As a veteran, I think the money being spent on veterans, 
wives of veterans, and sons and daughters of veterans of all 
wars, borders on a national scandal. 

No veteran who escaped injury in service deserves 
special treatment. We are merely citizens who did our 
duty—in many cases because we had no reasonable alterna- 
tive. We got a liberal education at taxpayers’ expense—pro- 
portionately few of us ever experienced the discomforts of a 
foxhole, or a flea-bitten, steaming jungle, or ever even heard a 
shot fired, except in practice. 

The veterans’ racket is a political “holy cow.” 
touch! 

Veterans’ organizations are bitterly complaining because 
the Republicans have let out some veterans among the 
250,000 federal workers cut off since they took over. The 
veteran groups’ contention that even a man who was drafted 
for World War I service and never went overseas is still 
entitled to preferential treatment is somewhat absurd. 

We veterans and our families—including all wars—will 
in the not-too-distant future out-number non-veterans. The 
veteran population has passed the 20-million mark and is 
growing at the rate of a million a year. Non-veterans should 
not be taxed to give us “benefits” except in cases of service- 
connected injury or death. 

There’s no doubt but that the 72 percent which goes for 
wars could easily be reduced by billions—without injustice 
or impairing defense. 

And what about the other 28 percent? Where does it go? 
Much of it goes to serve other big special-interest, politically- 
potent pressure groups. And a big hunk of it goes to civilian
